SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board 
>f  which  the  Bedwras  and  Machen  LhD.C.  is  a consitiuent  member. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  very  sai  isfactory  and  the  quantity 
s ample. 

Eight  sanies  were  taken  during  the  year  and  the  lesults  in 
very  ca^e  were  -.atisfactory.

DRAINAGE. 

Surface  water  drainage  is  carried  off  by  the  Rhymney  River 
and  its  confluents  and  are  free  from  sewage  contamination  as  far  as 
this  area  is  concerned. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  main  trunk  sewer  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board 
follows  approximately  the  course  of  the  river  throughout  the  area  and 
receives  the  piped  sewage  effluent  from  the  whole  of  the  district. 

10  pail  closets  and  6 houses  with  cesspool  drainage  still  exist  at 
points  where  it  is  impossible  to  connect  with  the  sewerage  system. 

RAG  FLOCK  ACT. 

There  is  no  Rag  Flock  manufactured,  used  or  sold  in  the  area. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Formal  sampling  of  all  foods  and  drugs  is  administered  by  the 
Monmouthshire  County  Council. 

All  premises  where  food  is  manufactured,  stored  or  deposited 
for  purposes  of  sale  are  inspected  under  Section  13  of  the  above  Act. 

RODENT  DISINFESTATION. 

The  Council  employs  a full  time  Rodent  Operaior  on  Rats  and 
Mice  Destruction.

I n addition  a system  of  patrolling  of  the  whole  area  was  carried 
out  to  endeavour  o avoid  re-infestahon  and  to  detect  any  further 
infestations  that  may  occur. 


On  the  whole  the  Ubran  District  is  not  unduly  pestered  by 
rodents  and  particular  attention  is  paid  to  premises  wheie  food  for 
human  consumption  is  prepared,  sold  or  stored. 

Also  systematic  treatment;,  a,e  carried  out  on  the  banks  of  the 
River  Rhvmnev  which  forms  one  of  the  boundaries  of  the  area. 


ERADICATION  OF  BED-BUGS. 


Four  premise;,  were  treated  for  infestation  by  bed-bug.-. 

The  usual  service  and  advice  was  given  and  insecticides  given 
in  all  cases  brought  to  the  notices  of  the  health  department. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATIONS. 

Premises  were  visited  in  all  cases  where  notifications  of  in- 
fectious diseases  made  these  visits  necessary  and  the  disinfection  of 
rooms  and  premises  carried  out  and  practical  advice  given  to  preven 


the  spread  of  infection.

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

One  privately  owned  swimming  bath  is  still  being  used  in  the 
Maesycwmmer  Ward.  The  water  is  in  a satisfactory  condition  and 
this  is  ensured  by  the  use  of  a filtration  and  chlorination  plan  . *.  _ 

The  buildings  housing  he  machinery  are  badly  affected  by 
subsidence  and  the  main  walls  are  badly  cracked. 


MILK  PRODUCTION  SUPERVISION. 


On  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  supervision  of  Raw  Milk  product- 
ion was  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
now  Local  Authorities  are  only  concerned  with  the  supervision  of  the 
distribution  of  milk  after  leaving  the  dairy  farm  also  the  premises  of 
milk  distributors  who  arc  not  actual  producers. 

During  the  year,  76  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  21  of  which 
were  unsatisfactoiy. 

The  umatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  and  the  persona 
concerned  were  informed  and  all  advice  and  help  given  to  improve 
methods  employed  in  the  milk  production  and  distribution. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Maesycwmmer  slaughterhouse  and  depot  situated  in  the 
Maesycwmmer  Ward  provides  the  meat  supply  to  four  local  authority 
areas  with  a population  of  approximately  90,000  ta  100,000.  All 
animals  slaughtered  on  the  premise's  are  carefully  inspected  aftei 
slaughter  by  a full  time  Meat  Inspector  directly  under  the  control 
of  the  Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban  District  Council.  Conditions  of 
the  premises  have  not  changed  since  the  last  Annual  Report  and  the 
following  is  the  summary  of  the  inspections  carried  out  during  the
